Probably no business was more af-
fected by the war than that of build-
ing. uring last Fall practically noth-
ing was done and during the Spring
there was very little activity. The
prospective home builders held off un-
til such a time a sthey could see what
would be  the probable effect of the
war on this country. With a return
of more confidence, there is also no-
ticeable the return of much more tan-
gible evidences of prosperity. Building
in Hendesonville is as yet not as ac-
tive as some of thetractors. and
lumber concerns would like to see it,
but the situation in this market is iden-
tical with that in the local real estate
field, it is gradually-rising. People are
branching out and retrenching less,
going ahead with their plans without
curtailing to such an extept that busi-
ness is entirely stagnant. o
